' Zion N ational Park, U tah: 
Zion 
Canyon is a stream -worn valley cut 
to great depth in the N avajo sand­ 
stone. 
T he Canyon walls 
for 
a 
height of about twenty-five hundred 
feet are red with a capping of about 
five hundred feet of white sandstone. 
T he contrast is pleasing and effec­ 
tive. 
W alls for the most p art are 
nearly perpendicular and the canyon 
almost as wide at the top as at the 
bottom . 
In the canyon walls 
are 
m any perched valleys, that is they 
enter the main canyon at a height 
o f many hundreds o f feet above the 
floor of the main valley. 
O n the 
nm may be seen a fringe of 
pine 
trees. 


W e were forunate in seeing 
Zion Canyon during the moon­ 
light nights when the lights and 
shadows played upon the can­ 
yon walls. 
If you will 
recall 
color is not 
generally 
distin­ 
guishable in moonlight, 
rather 
just the contrast of lights 
and 
shadows, but there a most 
re­ 
markable effect is created as the 
colors of the red 
and 
white 
sandstone clilfs create 
a color 
effect not possible under other 
conditions. 


Nam ing of places such as m oun­ 
tains and clilfs seem to have avoided 
following closely those of the Yosc- 
m ite which this valley resembles ex­ 
cept for coloring and in its origin. 
Yosemitc, as you will recall, is 
a 
glaciated valley, but while Zion C an ­ 
yon is similarly shaped it has never 
been glaciated and is entirely 
the 
w ork of the V irgin 
River 
w hich 
flows through it. 
T his close 
re­ 
semblance to the Yosemitc and its 
great perpendiciular cliffs is due to 
the resistant character of the N avajo 
sandstone which w eather little at the 
top. 
The river, undercutting 
the 
great cliffs, causes the breaking off 
of slabs of sandstone thus leaving 
the perpendicular and over-hanging 
cliffs. 


Among the bordering moun­ 
tains is one called Lady M oun­ 
tain. 
It is the first time that I 
have heard of such a name ap­ 
plied to a mountain. 
Somehow 
it seems not quite fitting as it 
sets lip a train of thought that 
immediately leads to Man Motín* 
tani, which leads 
to 
recollec­ 
tions of a huge, 
rough 
and 
tumble wrestler who was any­ 
thing but feminine.

B ut the leg io n , as an o rg an ­ 
ization, will continue to observe a rule 
of strict non-partisanship. 


As on any vital public 
question, 
m em bers of the A m erican Legion, as 
well as m em bers of every o th er con­ 
ceivable organization, undoubtedly will 
be found in either cam p in the labor 
controversy, for the A m erican way of 
life and liberty en titles every m an to 
his own convictions. 
But th e Legion, 
as an organization, has no place in 
the picture on either one sido or th e 
other.

Herbert Moody, w ho had

It is tor­ 
rential waters trom cloudbursts that 
have been largely responsible for the 
cutting of Zion Canyon. 
Our visit here has been quite 
pleasant; the days have been 
warm and the nights cool. Dur­ 
ing the early evening a breeze 
springs up that increases to a 
fair wind during the night and 
early morning hours. Mountain 
ash, maple and cottonwood trees 
shade much of the valley floor. 
By the time the sun is fairly 
over the canyon, sitting in the 
shade of the trees is a most 
pleasant pastime. If one cares 
to hike he confines his exertion 
to the shade of the eastern cliffs 
in the morning and to the west­ 
ern cliffs in the afternoon; in 
the evening, at the lodge, color­ 
ed motion pictures of Zion Can­ 
yon are shown, followed hv an 
illustrated talk by a Ranger- 
Naturalist, w hich is followed by 
a program of an hour or so of 
music and dancing by hotel em­ 
ployes, college students, chosen 
for their ability to entertain. 
At nine in the morning and three 
fifteen in the afternoon a Ranger- 
Naturalist conducts a hike from the 
Temple of Sinawava to the Narrows, 
a distance of about one mile. I have 
been on many such hikes in the 
¡various national parks and national 
monuments and believe this to be 
the most interesting I have ever tak­ 
en. At certain times of the year 
when the flow of water in the river 
is small it is possible to hike up into 
the Narrows, although this is sure 
to involve wet feet and clothing. 
Here the valley narrows to a mere 
slit in the mountain, the bottom of ¡ 
which is just a few feet wide and 
as one looks upward it appears that 
the top of the canyon is little wider 
than the bottom.
